AFTER DENISHWAI. 


ARRIVAL OF MOUNTED INFANTRY. 


A COURT OF ENQUIRY: 


The Mounted Infantry Company concerned 
in the Denishwai affair arrived at Alexandria 
to day. . 

We anderstand that a coart of enquiry will 
be held almost immediately at Mustapha 
barracks with closed doors. Although nothing 
is stated officially as to the object of the en- 
quiry, we believe that it refers to the Sersina 
incident. Meantime, we advise our readers to 
receive the statements of “Al Moayad” with 
something more than a grain of salt. 

We onderstand that in consequence ot his 
having neglected to furnish the British offi- 
cers who went pigeon shooting at Denishwai on 
the 13th alt. with the customary facilities, 
the omdeh of that village bas been dis- 
missed from his post, and that the wekil el 
omdeh has been sentenced to three months’ 
impriso: ment, in addition to dismiseal. Moarad 
Effendi Moharrem, molahez of police at the 
Shohada oatpost, has been dismiased from 
the service. 

“Al Lewa’’ states that certain effendis have 
drawn op in English a documeat of 40 pages 
giving the fallest details of the Denishwai 
outrage and its result, which they intend to 
sabmit to the British Parliament and the 
Boglish Presr, so that they may learn the 
*trath of the affair’ 00+ only from the English 
official reports but also from a trastworthy na- 
tive source. We know the:e “trastworthy” sour- 
ces, having received at various times petitions, 
complainty, and the like from correspondents 
who complained of variousand grievous wrong’. 
Our opinion of the “trastworthiness” of native 
sources has bean modified by the fact that of 
about seven complaints which we have received 
five proved on ex:mination to be absolutely 
false and two shamefally exaggerated. 

A native contemporary states that the Go- 
yernment bas organised a force of ghoflirs 
dtawn from Cairo which it intends to forward 
to Denishwai for the protection of public se- 
carity! Each of these gh: ffi-s has been furnish- 


ed with a pl.te, which be wears on bis breast 


with the words ‘“Ghaffir at Denishwai” engrav- 
ed thereon.

THE COTTON WORM. 

Although weekly reports as to the progress 
of the cotton-worm are not being issued this 
summer by the Ministry of the Interior, it 
most not be concladed that the worm is less 
revalent. The same work of hand-picking is 
ing carried on in the affected districts, of 
which we understand that the provinces of 
Mendcfieb and Behera are ‘he worst, and great 
socoess is being met wth. The work, too, is 
greatly facilitated by the amenability of the 
villagers, who appear to have appreciated the 
splendid effects of last season’s labours and, 
therefore, willingly carry out the instractions 
of the special inspectors who are charged with 
the snpervision of the work.

EGYPTIAN BUDGET. 

According to a statement issued in the 
“Journal Officiel,” the revenue and expendi- 
tare between January 1 and May 31, 1906, 
respectively are L.B. 5,328,293 (against L.B. 
5,100,541 in 1£05), and LE. 5,657,425 
(against L.B. 5,384,302 in 1905.) 

Of a balance of L.E. 245,132 owing at the 
end of 1905 under the head of credit grantr, 
LE 107,230 was paid, which therefore 
reduces the debt to LB. 137,301 to be paid 
by the end of 1906. 


TURKISH COAL. 

Now that new direct steamship lines are 
being established between Turksy and Bgypt, 
the question of coaling easily, especially for 
vesdels calling in the Black Ses, as with the 
Roamanian Line for instance, is of moment. 

All who have dealings with the Levant. are 
familiar with the excellent quality and, what 
is more, cheap price of Tarkish coal. The 
coal field is sitaated on the Asia M‘nor shore 
of the Black Sea, and extends thence inland. 

The chiet coaling station on this coast is 
Zonguldagh, one handred and sixty miles from 
the Bosphorus, and most of the mines situated 
in thea valley are worked by the Société 
Detaclée, a French institation. 

The semi-artificial harbour affords ample 
shelter from ths northerly eeas to as many 
as six ocesn-going tramps; buat there are 
other stations which can be used in fair 
weather. 

Tae Heraclea coal-basiu affords ample scope 
for British investors, who coald easily, ia 
view of the financial necessities of the ‘Turkish 
Government, buy op a whole valley for £12,000. 
The cosl is of second-rate Neweastle qaslity.

BAGDAD RAILWAY COMPANY. 


The Berlin correspondent of “Ihe Globe” 
states that the Bagdad Railway Company's 
net profit doting 1905 was £45,523, as com. 
pared with £31,324 in 1904, and a dividend 
of § pér cent. is declared on the paid-up capital; 
as 6 bonus of 1 per cent. is to be paid, the 
final dividend will be 6 per cent. The length 
of this line vow in working order ie 125 miles 
and the paid up share capital amounts to 

000. A saving of £147,842 was made in 
la down the first section of the line from 
Konia to Bulgorlo. Since the line sas opened 
on 26, 1904, the goods traffic amounted 
to 97,668 tons by the end of 1905. 


ENGLAND IN EGYPT.

THE KHEDIVE’S ROLE. 


_— ' 


In his series of leading articles appearing in 
“Al Zaher” and referring, from a Nafionalist 
point of view, to the present situation, 
Abou Shadi Bey continoes his critiqne as 
follows :— 

H.H. the Khedive was in his prime when 

he began to reign, a ciroumstance which has 
always produced the greatest effect upon the 
sympathies of the young. The nation accept- 
ed his Highness’s promising rule in the hope 
of gaining part at least of ite desire. “lt hoped 
to see the Occupation withdraw from 
and a date for that withdrawal fixed. His 
Highness received the national aspirations 
with sympathy ; but as far as can be judged, 
was over-basty in his policy. Those who were 
friendly to the youthfal Khedive were given 
their congé when they showed differences of 
opinion in regard to the policy most suitable 
to the needs of Egypt, and Were replaced by 
men who had little political experience. The 
Emir then began to oppose Eogland while she 
wes, a8 she is at present, practising a vigorous 
and able policy, while we produced words 
without deeds. He began to make his policy 
manifest and England countered. The Minis- 
try was dismissed by his order, bat it was soon 
restored to its position. The army was criticised 
and the Khedive had to make excuses for his 
errors. Had his Highness accapted the advice 
of the wisest heads among his people the nation 
would have preserved ita dignity ; bat hedid 
the reveree, continuing bis policy unsupported 
by politic and experienced advisers. The differ- 
ence which arose betwaen his Highness and 
the late Sheikh Mohamed Abdou was, it is 
believed, dae to the advice of the latter. 
Nevertheless, had his Highness continued his 
career in accordance with his ambitions we 
ehould have arrived at certain results, bot the 
r6'e of stabborn opposition appears to have 
been played out and to have been replaced by 
anew part quite the reverse of the original. 
The public bas observed that the Khedive, 
doring the past few years, has paid little atten- 
tion to the nation’s affairs, bat has taken great 
interest in his own; and those natives of Ezypt, 
who find themselves in any troable or diffi- 
culty, have been obliged to lay their grievances 
before the English alove.

The new policy 
which his Highness has adopted puts the 
country under the absolate control of England, 
which has given every facility for his Highness 
to enjoy a perfect rest-core. Meantime they 
bave caught Egypt by the throat and are prac- 
tically its absolate rulers. Bat we should like 
to know where we are being le’.

RUMOURED CH ANGE OF ROUTE. 


The “Morniag Post's” Rome correspondent 
says considerable alarm has been caused at 
Brindisi by the report that the Jodian mail is 
to be removed from that port to Constanza io 
Romania, whence it would be embarked direct 
for the East. If sach be the case, it will be large- 
ly the fault of the Italian railway authorities 
who have never yet put down a double_line of 
rails between Bologna and Brindisi. 

Another Rome telegram states that in di- 
plomatic circles it is understood that Signor 
Tittoni, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, is ne- 
gotisting as a corollary to the Abyssinian

PALESTINE EXPLORATION. 


On June 22, 1868, the Palestine Bxplora- 
tion Fond was founded, dnd it is, therefore, 
the doyen of our various exploration societies. 
It awes its conception chiefly tothe energy 
of the late Sir George Grove and Dean Stanley; 
and even with their enthoriaem, they could 
not have imagined the excellent work the fund 
would be able to accomplish in the last forty 
years. To many the work of exploration in 
Palestine seemed a waste of energy, for little 
could be left in a land which had been so 
thoroagh!y swept with the “besom of destruc 
tion.” The fallacy « f this idea bas been amply 
proved ; and the resalts have, especially those 
of receut yeare, caused even skilled arcte>- 
logists to be amazed. A still greater impedi- 
ment to success had to be encountered— 
namely, the opposition of the Sultan to 
excavation, esgecially at Jerusalem, bat this, 
in tarn, has been overcome, and explorations 
are now conducted on the oldest sites in the 
jand, not only by the English Fund but also by 
German and Anstrian explorers. The work 
bas been long and tedious, but it has been 
from the fimst in skilled bands both as regards 
to topographical sarvey and archwological 
exploration. It was felt from the first forma- 
tion of the tund that the first work to be 
anderfiken was a carefal sorvey, and the 
collegtion of place names to form a basis for 
the reconstraction of the Palestine.of the 
Hebrews. With this work the names of Lord 
Kitchener, Sir Charles Wilson, Sir Charles 
Warren, and Colonel Conder will always be 
avtociated. Nextin importance was the stady 
of the topography of Jerusalem, and by the 
long campaign of onderground work a vast 
amount of material has been obtained upon 
which to base the reconstruction of the topo- 
graphy of the Holy City at various periods 
in its history. Spade work, in Palestine 
especially, apon ancient Canaanite and Hebrew 
sites, was long delayed, but, in 1889 a great 
stimulus was given to this branch cf research 
by the discovery in Egypt of the famocs Tel 
el Amarua letters. These wonderfal doca- 
ments, the diplomatic dispatches of the 
Egyptian rolers, and the kings and princes of 
Pelestine and Ptnicia, opened the eyes of 
Orientalists to the fact that the pre Israelite 
inhabitants of Palestine were not a race of 
barbarians, buta people who had drank freely 
of the learning and cultare of their Babylonian 
masters. It was at once seen that if letters 
passed from Syria in 1450 5c. to Bgypt, some 
such medivm of intercourse mast have existed 
in the land itself and that Pa'estinian records 
of the days prior to Joshua were possible to 
be discovered. 

The first attempt was made at Tel Hesy, 
the site of the Philistine city of Lachish, by 
Professor Petrie, and continued by Dr. Bliss, 
and the result was the proof of the above 
theory, for a cuneiform inscribed tablet of 
the same class as those found in Egypt, and 
actually fitting into the cogrespondence, was 
found, and sivce that large finds have been 
made at Taanach, Gezer and Megiddo. Thesé 
first explorations prove how rich a field for 
arct wologists the grave mounds of Palestine 
are. Systematic exploration shows city after 
city, phaces of caltare and civilisation super- 
infased one above the other in regular strata 
from the neolithic age to the days of Islam. 
The work at Lachish was exceeded in im- 
portance by that of Dr. Macalister at Gezer, 
a Canaanite royal city, the site of which still 
bears the name of Tel Tezsr. Here traces 
of all periods of Palestivisn civilisation, from 
the Maccabean age—the castle of Simon 
Maccat was having been discovered—back to 
the neolithic azge—that of a race of cave- 
dwellers, unacqaainted with metal, bat who 
burned their dead—have been discovered. 
Following this come many relics of the Ca- 
naanites who used bronze and made pot- 
tery. The greatest find, however, is that of 
a well-preserved Canaanite High place with 
its lines of uapright bethel stones, which 
throws a flood of light on the idolatry which 
surrounded the lerae ites, and to whose temp- 
tations they were eo prone to yield) Ample 
proof, by tha discovery of the bones of new- 
born infants in the shrine, was efforded that 
the offering of children to Moloch, mentioned 
in the Bible, was a Canacnite costom. Also 
of great importence was the discovery of a 
large nomber of cave dwelliogs. The net result 
may be summed up in a few words. Where 
little was expected forty years ago, the un- 
dreamed of has been accomplished: Palestine 
now takes her place in the community of 
national civilisations of the ancient Kast. Her 
ménaments and records fit in with those of Ba- 
bylonia, Assyria, and Egypt ; her story is part 
of their story, and still bes an individoality of 
its own. Oce important result of these dis- 
coveries must not be passed unnoticed. Distinct 
evidence has been foond that the Palestine 
maritime cities were in tonch with the Cretan 
and Myce: man civilisations, and that probably 
the Phi'istines were from that island; at 
Lachishb, Gi‘zer, and other sites Myce min 
pottery and gems have been fornd In a 
word, the whole of the work of the Fond has 
been a triomph of ths spade, Bat what has 
been doxe ia bat an in?ex of what is yet to 
be done, and it is to be hoped that all lovers 
of archmology, all readers of their Bibles, will 
help the work. For many years Sir Walter 
Besant was ths secretary and literary editor, 
and mach of the success of the work was doe 
to him; and sow Mr. Armstrong, himeelf a 
Palestinian explorer, is its secretary. (Mr. W. 
St. Chad Boscawen, in the “Globs”).

To the Rght Hon. the Seoretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. 

Sir,—We beg to acknowledge with thanks 
the receipt of the reply which you have caused 
to be sent to our letter of the 16th inst., and 
to say that we shall, of course, comply with 
your ues that we should treat the informa- 
tion égontained in it as for the present confi- 
dential. 

We would respeotfally submit that in this 
reply the point raised in our letter does not 
appear to be explicitly answered, but that the 
terms which his Majesty's Government 
now to be insisting wpon appear to us to diffet 
in the following important respects from those 
which Lord Lansdowne, in a memorandam 
communicated to his Excellency the Tarki hb 
Ambassador on October 28 last, stated to be, 
in the opinion of his Majesty's 
“indispensable before they could sasent even 
in principle to this proposal.” 

1. They concern only the yield of the 
increased duties, whereas Lord Lansdowne 
stipulated that “some competent authority 
must be entrasted with the collection and con- 
trol not only of these fands, but of the local 
revenues which they are intended to supple- 
ment,” i.., the whole of the revenoes of the 
vilayets. 

2. It is now stipulated that the sam in ques- 
tion will be expended ander the “guidance” of 
the International Commission, whereas admi- 
nistrative collection and control was originally 
an indispensable condition; and these are 
tanctions which are tenaciously withheld by 
the Porte from the Financial Commission. 

We are also deeply concerned tolearn that 
whereas his Majesty's Government has hitherto 
stated its own conditions directly to the Porte, 
taking the view that its consent, which is 
absolutely necessary before a change 80 seriously 
effecting it can become operative, should only 
be given in return for sach substantial reforms 
as Great Britain desires to see introduced, the 
present intention of his Majesty's Government 
appears to be to minimise their demand to 
that acceptable to other Powers less affected 
by the proposed increase, and to conduct the 
negotiations by joint notes ot the Ambassadors 
at Constantinople, 

We venture to express the hope that his 
Majesty's Government may revert to the |

SPECULATIVE BUILDER IN CAIRO, 


DESERT SUBURBS. 


By a/|‘ Teteararn” CorResPONDENT.) 


lo my |previous article | dwelt opon the 
wholesale ‘tranaformation of Cairo. To show 
how this transformation has brought about the 
present lsad boom is now my object. Fabulous 
is the only term 1 can apply to the sudden rise 
of prices given fur building land in Cairo. I 
cannot us¢ the word flactuation in regard to 
these inflated prices, for up to to-day the rise 
has been é)moat continuous. Let me cite a few 
instances fo show the magnitade of the boom 
oat of the Scores upon scores which have come 
within my|personal koowledge. Four years ago 
the Kasr ef Ali Palace, adjacent to the British 
Agency, abd running down to the banks of the 
Nile, was gold for ££0,000. Happily for the 
owners, the sale could not be carried into ¢ ff ct, 
owing to the right of preemption being exer- 
cised by 4 neighboor. Shortly before I left 
Cairo the! price offered for the palace and 
gardens was half a million, and within the last 
few weeks it has been finally sold for £700,000. 

I know, too, of a small property which was 
bonght some years ago for £2,0°0, which was 
sold towariis the end of last year for £8,090. 
Within thp course of a very tew months it was 
re-eold by the purchaser for £16,000, again re- 
sold for £24,0(0, and, finally, in so far as I 
know, parted with for £32,000. Up to a few 
years ago 4 pound for a square métre was con- 
sidered a fair price for land in the most fashion- 
able qoartérs of Cairo. Only afew Weeks ago 
some Jand in a comparatively untfash‘onable 
sitoation was bought by friends of mire, con- 
trary, | owp, to my advice, for £19 per equare 
métre, and within a day or two they were 
offered £94. I might cite instance after 
instarcs of similar parchases being made, 
which hava, one and all, resulted in large 
profits. 

If | am asked my own individaal opinion, I 
should say that speculations of this kind mast 
inevitably reeult in a smach. Shares which go 
up, 80 to speak, in a balloon, are, according to 
my experience, certain to cgme down as a para- 
chute. But I am bound ‘to add that this 
opinion is not shared by‘localexp rts, who are 
far more cojmpetent than I am to form a correct 
jodgment. They contend that the constant 
inflax of @reek would-be householders into 
Cairo and its vicinity is certain to continue for 
a considerable time; that the area of land 
available for building purposes cannot well be 
largely extended ; and that, therefore, the 
present prives of such land must advance 
materially before the supply exceeds the de 
mand, I have reason to believe that a ring 
has been formed by some of the wealthiest 
capitalists [n Egypt, iocloding a number of 
very influential magnates, politically as well 
As Aarsirn 3 and exceptionally acquainted 
with the, labd market, in order to boy any 
property'in Cairo that comes up for sale, and 
the fact these financiers are backing their 
convictich with their own money is not one to 
be lightly disregarded. 

l am niuch impressed, too, by the knowledge 
that men of great experience and high autho- 
rity are varjously contemplating the constrac- 
tion of outlying suburbs, inorder to counteract 
the pote into Cairo proper. Variousechemes 
are afloa} fdr building towns at Tourah, on the 
Helovan)rajlway, along the road to the Pyra- 
mids, which are now connected with Cairo by 
an electric tramway ; and even on the slopes 
of the M)katttem hills, which are, according to 
the programme, to be reached by a fonicular 
railway.; The only one, however, of these 
schemes which has actually taken form and 
shape is. ths Oasis Cor y, of which the 
well-keojrn Belgian capitalist, M. Empain, the 
concessic nnaire of the Cairo tramways, is the 
chief promoter. This company, which inclades 
amongst) its directors many of the leading 
notabilities| in Egypt, hasbecqged from the 
Egyptiat Government, at a very moderate 
pricé, tie concession of some s‘x to seven 
thousani| a¢res of land in the desert, about 
eight miles distant fiom Cairo in the direction 
of Suez. | Tie company are about to baild an 
electric ‘nilway from the new township to the 
capital, whiph will carry passengers to and fro 
in aboutten minutes. They propose to cater 


to pay tile @normous rents demanded for house- 
room ini Cairo. Very reasonable terms are 
offered tb icante, by which they can obtain 
leases on gayment of a moderate interest, 
secnred on premises of which they are to 
have inimediate occupation, The oasis is 
sitaated 100 to 200 feet above the level 


of the Nile, | where the air is exceptionally dry 
and heathy, Owing to the recent discovery 
of subtetraneous rivers in the Suez desert—a 
discovery viet if it ex‘ends to other parts of 
the Nile Val'éy, may modify the whole system 
of Egyp'ian| irrigation—the Oussis Company 
consider thay are in a position to provide acon- 
stant and oppious supply of fresh water. I have 
no interpstin the company. I do rot hold,! 


regret to say, asiogle share, asthe £1 share 
sold at £6 on allotment. I only single out 
this compapy becaose its board is composed 
of men who jastly command high authority in 


stake their reputation on the possibility of 
oreating a Gai suburb in the desert, and

oas ren demanded and obtained in Cairo 
are likely to prove permanent. On any other 
hypothesis pag! apow Egyptian pablic 
to invest the oasis suborban town- 
ship would be absolately unintelligible, as the 


enterprise. even it a!t mately euccesstal, cannot 
be expected to yield any large profit for many 
years to ccme. 

Whatever the fatore may have in store, there 
is no possitility of disputing the contention 
that so far the boam in Cairo town lots has 
enriched Egypt for thé time being Apart from 
the Alexandrian and Cairene capitalists, there 
are any nomber of smal) people, who a year 
ago had no capitsl to speak of, and who now 
have realised fortunes varying from £10,900 
to £50,000. This sudden diffasion of wealth 
has given an immense impetus to speculation, 
and up tothe period when | lett Egypt—that 
js in the beginning of May, when business is 
practically suspended—owing to the departore 
ox Europe of all the classes who can afford to 
quit the country daring the summer heate— 
scarcely a day passed without some new indas- 
trial company being brought oat, and in most 
cases with saceess. Capital was asked for 
hotels, irrigation works, electric lighting, tram- 
ways, steamboats, land reclamation, and,indeed, 
for every and any echeme by which money 
seomed likely to be made. Lord Cromer’s warn- 
ings in bis annaal reports aboat the dangers 
of over speculation were wel] meant, bat so far 
they have fallen on deaf ears. and I am inclined 
to think that the men who have specolated 
beyond their means have so far had good reason 
not to regret their lack of caation. 

One carious featare of the sitaation is that, 
though the well-to-do natives have made 
money by selling their lands, they have taken 
little or no part in the companies which have 
succeeded one enother in rapid rotation. My 
own belief is that the number of native born 
Egyptians who own shares in any Egyptian 
company form an ‘insignificant proportion. 
Nine tenths of the original allottees are, asa 
role, residents in Egypt who. even if they were 
born there, and are therefore subjects of the 
Khediviel Government, are not—in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word—natives. By race and 
creed religion they are Greeks, Armenians, 
Jews, Syrian, and so on, who are best describ- 
ed by the general term Lovantines. This is 
also the care with the banks, ficancial instita- 
tions, and mortgage compasies. Even this 
category of Lavantine shareholders does not, 
as a body, takeshores ia Ezyptian companies 
as an investment, bat for speculative parposes. 
Their intention is to place their shares in 
Europe at an advance above the price for which 
they have porchased, and in the great majority 
of instances their intention has been carried 
out with success. It is very difficult to speak 
with absolate certainty on such a matter, 
especially in Bzypt, where all shares are issued 
to bearer, and where no register of the 
names and addresses of the shareholders is 
forthcoming. The general impression, however, 
amongst well-informed persons is that, in the 
event of a financial crisis occurring in Egypt, 
the ultimate loss woald fall as a role’ on 
European shareholders. If this impression is 
well founded, it follows that a crisis which, 
with or without reason, depreciated the value 
of the numerous companies doing basiness in 
Egypt, would not materially affect the native 
population. 

A corroboration of this view is to be found 
in the fact that the great Sacréries col'apse, 
which for the laet twelve months has excited 
intense interest in Alexandria and Parir, has 
attracted comparatively little notice amidst 
the general public. The oatline of the case may 
ba told very briefly. In the days of Ismail 
Pasha’s grandeur his Highness conceived the 
idea of introducing the production of sugar 
into Egypt. This idea, once adopted in his 
fertile brain, in common, for that matter, with 
many others which have largely contributed in 
the end to the present prosperity of Egypt, was 
carried out with extraordinary energy, and 
with a lavish disregard of expenditore. He 
bailt factories on the banks of the Nile, stock 
ed them with all the most perfect machinery 
to be found at that time in Barop., collected s 
namber of experts conversant with the trade 
of extracting sagar from cane, constracted and 
equipped a most elaborate network of railways 
in oder to convey the canes to the mills, and 
as antocrat employed his sopreme aathority 
to compel all tenants on his private estates 
which bore the name of the Daira Sanieh to 
grow cane as a condition of their tenure, and 
to supply the eame exclusively to the factories. 
Before, however, the sugar factories got into 
fall swing Ismail Pasha’s fioancial difficulties 
stopped the development of tha sugar mant- 
factare, jast as they hiodered the prosecation 
of the Sudan Railway. 

In 1877 Ismail Pasha, onder the pressure of 
the Commission «f Inquiry, agreed. to assign 
his own private estates, and those of his child- 
ren, to provide for the liqaidation.ef thé float- 
ing debt, which then amoanted to £8,000,000. 
By so doing he saved Egypt from bankraptey. 
In 1878, after the deposition of Ismail Pasha, 
the Commission of Liqoidation, appointed 
ander bis successor, Tewfik, and presided over 
by my old friend, Sir Rivers Wilson, who had 
been previonsly acting president of the Com- 
mission of Inqviry, agreed to place the Daira 
Swiceh estates, incladingthe sugar factories, 
in the hands of an International Commision, 
in which French it firence was supreme. The 
new Administration did not prove a success, 
and after the accession of the present Khedive 
the sugsr factories were leased toa syndicate 
formed by Raphael Saaré:, the wealthiest and 
most inflaential of Levantine capitalists resi- 
dent in Egypt. It may fairly be assumed that 
the enterprise did not torn out highly re- 
monerative, as within a few years the sugar 
factories were re-sold in Paris to a French com- 
pany, presided over by M. Cronier, the re- 
presentative of the great French sugar making 
firm‘of Henri Say aod Co., and koown himself 
asthe “Sogar King,” on account of his sup- 
posed control of the sogar market. Up to last 
year the Daira Sanieh sogar factorie:, which 
had hitherto proved a white elephant to 
all their varioog administrators, began to pay 
large dividends ander Cronier’s administration. 


Saddenly the babble burst, M. Cronier com-| THE 


mitted suicide, and it was then discovered that 
the previous dividends had been paid out of the 
proceeds of accommodation bills drawn by M. 
Cronier in Paris, and accepted by the Sacréries 
Company in Egypt. Not annatarally there was 
® tremendous ootery on the part of the French, 
and of the comparatively small body of Lavan- 
tine ehsreholders. Even if the limits of space 
allowed, I do not thi: k my readers would care 
for my discussing the merits or demerits of the 
Egyptian directors in respect of the daty they 
had ondertaken to discharge. lt is enough to 
say that they were meh of high character and 
good repute, and that though they may have 
been opan to a charge of-culpable négligence, 
they were not guilty of being parties to a crimi- 
nal frand. What is certajn is that the company 
must have been wound ap ander compo 

liquidation, ifa propoeal had not been made by 
a financial group in Barope, of which Sir 
Ernest Cassel was understood to be the lead- 
ing spirit, to purchasé the Sacréries proper- 
ties —stock, lock, and barrel—at a price which 
woald suffice to pay off the trade debts of the 
company and to make a substantial payment 
to the Debentare-holders, bat which would 
leave no sorplus available for the 
shareholders. It was also, I should 
understood éondition of the 
chase that all legal suits against the direc. 
tors should be withdrawn. [o itself, the outory 


higher bid than that above referred to, and 
that if a financier of Sir Ernest’s wealth and 
ability offered a large price, it was certain he 
must expect to realise a large profit by work- 
ing the sugar factorie, and that this profit 
might equally well be earned by themselves. 

The first part of this contention was rational, 
the second was absolutely irrational. The 
shareholders, as a body, had ne means of rais- 
ing the capital required to keep the Sucréries 
out of bankraptey and to provide fands for 
carrying on the enterprise to a succesefal issue. 
It was only with extreme relactance that the 
malcontent shareholders consented finally to 
accept the offer made them from Paris, and 
it was with even greater reluctance they aban- 
doned the ides of seeing the directors, whom 
they regarded as responsible for their losser, 
being brought to trial. At last, however, good 
sense prevailed. It became obvious that the 
cost of forther litigation would fall altimately 
on the shoolders of the shareholders them- 
selves, and that the only resalt of refasing the 
cffer in qfestion would be to stop the working 
of the factories, and thereby to rain the popu- 
lation of Upper Egypt, where the cane crop is 
chiefly grown. The credit of this fortunate 
outcome of a most anfortunate disaster is 
mainly doe to the liberality of Sir Ernest 
Cassel and bis associates, and to the extra- 
ordinary energy ard ability with which the 
leading advocate in law, Mr. Carton de Wiart, 
has bestirred himself for well-nigh a year in 
travelling between Cairo and Paris and in 
inducing the malcontents in France as well as 
Egypt to make motual concessions, so as to 
obtain the withdrawal of the decree of bank- 
roptey, which had already been issued by the 
Mixed Courts. The utmost I can say as to 
the future of the Sacréries is that the exgeri- 
ment of sugarmaking in Egypt will now be 
tried under more favourable conditions than it 
has ever been before, and if it should prove a 
success Egypt will be relieved from the serious 
risk of depending for ber sarplas revenue 
almost exclusively on the cotton crop. 

In conclasion, let me add that I have tried 
to make as fair a statement as is possible of 
the pros and cons concerning the prolongation 
of the extraordinary era of prosperity now en- 
joyed by Egypt. Of course, there must be an 
end to every boom some day or other, bat | 
incline to the opinion that that day is not 
likely to arrive for some time to come. Still, 
if anybody shoald be curious enough to ask my 
personal advice, I should sey that the current 
prices of bailding land in and aboat Cairo 
may— and probably will—go higher yet, bat 
that to hold on in the hope of selling at top 
prices is not generally a remanerative specula 
tion.
